Organizes in Steinway Hall 
and Names Officers, While 
D. M. Parry’s Faction 
Holds “Rump.” 


SEE TRICK OF RAILROADS. 


Its Delegates Plan Resolution to 
Give Politicians a ‘‘Loophole”’ 
to Oppose Roosevelt’s 
Project. 


Ignoring the filibustering tactics of the 
railroad representatives, the interstate com- 
merce law convention was organized in Stein- 
way nall yesterday and planned a determined

While the regular convention of 450 dele- 
gates perfected its organization and took up 
the discussion of rate regulation in accord- 
ance with the call Issued by Chairman E. P. 


'Bacon of Milwaukee, a practically equal 


number of delegates, friendly to the rail- 
road interests, were organizing in Music hall 
in the Fine Arts building under the guidance 
of D. M. Parry, the Indianapolis manufac- 
turer, and the press agents of the railway 
publicity oureau.. 

After a day spent fn struggling with the 
mysteries of organization, the strain of liv- 
ing up to the declaration that they were 
the only simon pure convention on railroad 
rate regulation proved too much for the 
Parry delegates. They could not bring them- 
selves to discuss the subject. Instead they 
adopted a resolution denominating them- 
selves the regular organization and invited 
the Bacon delegates to join them.

The international bankers who 
are here do not seem greatly disturbed by 
the situation, although they are constantly 
in receipt of threatening letters from the 
revolutionists warning them that if they 
contract a loan without the consent of the 
national assembly it will be repudiated. 
Nevertheless, they are not disposed to close 
with the government until the situation has 
cleared up. 

The fact that the strike may jeopardize the 
success of the loan is one of the most potent 
levers behind the government and makes the 
foreign bankers the unconscious allies of the 
advocates of the farreaching —, which 
are about to be promulgated.

RIPE FOR ‘REV OLUTION. 


{From the St. Petersburg Correspondent of the 
London Daily Telegraph.] 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 26.—The Russian 
people, full of revolution, are standing face 
to face with bureaucracy with a strength, 
although unmeasured, that is incalculable. 
The ranks of the people’s army are swelled 
daily by myriads of recruits. They are be- 
ginning to feel thier Titanic strength and 
are anxious to wield it Titanically. There 
seems to be something miraculous in the 
suddenness of the process. Men who but 
yesterday were the pillars of government, 
types of discretion, and paragons of re- 
spectability, stand forth today as preachers 
of democracy, fanatical proselytes, the ene- 
mies of capital, and the friends of labor. 
Priests write to the papers blessing the 
strikers and hailing the advent of the new 
era. Bankers publicly proclaim their ap- 
proval of the man who has organized the 
passive resistance to the autocracy and cap- 
italism. Even military men stand up pub- 
licly to repent their errors of a lifetime and 
bid their newly found brethren to be of good 
faith. 


Even Trepoff Changes Fronc. 

Prince Meschersky, for forty years official 
preacher of the autocracy and obscurantism, 
has become a stanch constitutionalist. Even 
Gen. Trepoff, who in practice is a policeman, 
has acquired a reputation of being a liberal 
in theory. The entire nation is wildly 
whirling round and forward in eccentric cir- 
cles, of which no man can tell which rep- 
resents the leading movement. A few months 
back the principal circle was that of the 
zemsky sobor men, then it was that of the 
candidates for the national assembly, sub- 
sequently it became that of Count de Witte 
and the cabinet. Now it is that of the strik- 
ers. Tomorrow some other group may have 
won the lead. There is no head. no center, 
no definite tread, but a sudden clashing of 
warring elementary forces which may sweep 
away more than secular abuses. There are 
now'certain tokens that presage disaffection 
among the troops, which, once begun, will 
Spread like wildfire. 

What now interests most people is. the 
question of meat, drink, fuel, and light, 
for they live as in cities that are actual- 
ly beleaguered or about to be besieged by a 
vast army. The minister of finance has been 
asking wholesale coal and wood merchants to 
give the exact amount of fuel stored in their 
depcts. He shook his head sadly when he 
learned that the Moscow mills will be able 
to get coal for only a week and wood for ten 
days. The circulation of money aiso is 
clogged. Many firms whose terms are cash 
have had to suspend business owing to the 
difficulty of getting money from the prov- 
inces. Bills of exchange are overdue. The 
minister of finance has been requested to 
proclaim a moratorium. Private possessors 
of money are hurriedly taking it out of 
Russia and sending it abroad. All securities 
are falling, yet the industrial, commercial, 
and financial conditions of Russia do not 
warrant this ruinous depreciation. 


Deeds, Not Words, Is Cry. 

A little common sense on the part of the 
government alone is needed to put the nation 
on the high road to prosperity once more. If 
count de Witte’s program, which was pub- 
lished less than forty-eight hours ago, had 
been promulgated on Monday the presene 
chapter of Russian history would havé been 
different, but measures that would have been 
adequate three days ago are insufficient to- 
day, and may be rejected scornfully tomor- 
row. The universal cry is, ‘‘ no more words, 
but deeds.”’ | 

it is expected an important decision will 
be reached shortly. The alternatives are a 
constitution or reaction, a prime minister or 
& dictator. It is impossible to say which 
the bureaucracy will choose, because count 
de Witte’s program is much too liberal for 
them, but it is not too liberal for the démands 
and needs of the country. The conservatives 
profess fear for theirlives. Many place hope 
in draconic repression, but it is believed the 
government will recoil from the abyss and 
will place the fate of the nation in count de 
Witte’s hands. There are those who fear, 
however, that the time when even count de 
Witte’s program, unless it is soon enlarged, 
could satisfy the nation may already have 
passed. This will be known in a few days. 
Meanwhile all things are possible, not ex- 
cluding pacification. 


MILLION MEN ON STRIKE.

The 
Novosti foresees a sanguinary dénouement if 
the strikers’ demands are not satisfied. The 
editors of liberal organs have decided to 
consult their staffs and printers before defy- 
ing the government, which would be tanta- 
mount to closing their officies. 

There is good authority for stating that the 
constitution will be announced on Nov. 3. the 
anniversary of the czar’s accession to the 
throne.

OPEN REVOLT AT KHARKOFF. 


KHARKOFF, Oct. 26.—The restoration of 
the telegraph system enables the sending of 
a description of the drama which has been 
unrolled here since Oct. 24, when the news 
of the death of a student named Constantindi, 
as the result of wounds inflicted by a partol, 
and of other acts of violence an the students, 
led to excited meetings at the university, at 
which, in anticipation of the arrival of troops, 
it was decided to barricade the university and 
to defend it by force. 

Barricades formed of telegraph poles, pav- 
ing stones, etc., were built around the center 
of the city and the university was converted 
into a fortress. The windows and doors were 
blocked with masses of stones and coal, and 
red flags with revolutionary inscriptions 
were hoisted on tee roofs. This university 
garrison, which numbered 3,000, was well 
supplied with arms. 

Simultaneously In the town the mobs 
pillaged the shops of the armorers and one 
shop was completely sacked. 


Troops Fire, Kill Ten. 


Dragoons appeared on the scene and fired 
fusillades into the crowds, killing ten per- 
sons and wounding many others. Further 
conflicts took place between a patriotic dem- 
onstration of 800 persons, bearing a portrait 
of the emperor, and bodies of students and 
workmen who were proeeding to the uni- 
versity. Roughs profited by the confusion 
to attack the shops and peaceable citizens 
in the outside portions of the town, which 
had been denuded of police. 

Matters reached such a stage that a state 
of siege was declared in the university dis- 
trict. Lieut. Gen. Mau was placed in com- 
mand and a committee of public safety was 
formed by leading citizens. This committee 
entered into negotiations with the governor. 
In the meantime troops arrived and the com- 
mittee, with the consent of the governor, 
intrusted the guarding of the town to a 
militia composed of armed students and 
workmen, : 

This militia was acclaimed by the popu- 
lace, but at certain points its members were 
fired on by troops and many of them were 
wounded. The committee conferred with 
Gen. Mau with a view to arranging terms 
for the surrender of the university garrison, 
The general demanded the besieged yield 
up their arms to the university administra- 
tion and march out in silence, but he added 
that they would be permitted io proceed with- 
out molestation to their comrades, who were 
holding a great meeting in Skobeleff square. 

The terms were accepted and the garrison 
marched out in silence between lines of 
troops while the crowds massed behind the 
troops cheered them. The garrison was es- 
cortéea by a squadron of dragoons to Skobeleff 
square, where they met with great enthusi- 
asm and dispersed without further disorder, 


RUMOR OF NAVAL MUTINY.

ANXIETY IN BERLIN.

BERLIN, Oct. 26.—There was a great rush 

for midday papers today, owing to the in- 
tense anxiety aroused here by the situation 
in Russia. Since the stirring times of the 
recent war there has not been such a good 
sale for newspapers. These, living up to the 
desire of the public for sensations, are pub- 
lished with startling headlines, one of which 
indicates that the czar is preparing for ‘‘ im- 
mediate flight,’’ another that Russia its in 
“full revolution.” A third offers “ Blood- 
shed and Barricades in St. Petersburg.” 

Emperor William, as he drove down Unter 
den Linden to unveil the Moltke monument 
today, looked ashen gray as is his wont when 
troubled. His features were set with grim 
seriousness. 

It was told that he is deeply affected by 
the troubles of Emperor Nicholas, for whom 
he feels sincere sympathy and affection. It 
is even whispered that should matters be- 
come desperate the kaiser would not hesi- 
tate to go to the aid of the czar. 

People anxiously desirous of reaching War- 
saw, Moscow, and St. Petersburg are besieg- 
ing the railway ticket offices fruitlessly, for 
there are no trains. The only route now 
possible is by ship from Stettin, a sixty-five 
hour voyage, with no steamship starting 
till Sunday. Even then night will prevent 
the ship from reaching St. Petersburg. 

Berlin's stock exchange takesa pessimistic 
view of the situation. Russian consols today 
fell 1% points.

WITHOUT RUDDER 


Government in Hopeless Con- 
fusion—People Disagree as 
td What They Want. 


CZAR’S THRONE IN PERIL? 


Army and Navy Believed to Be In- 
fected with the Revolu- 


tionary Fever, 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 26.—[{Special.]—The 
situation in Russia as described by men who 
know it is that of a ship which has lost its 
rudder. The government is in a state of 
hopeless confusion. The liberal party recent- 
ly lost its able jJeader, Prince Serge Trou- 
betzkoi, and Count Heydn, who is his suc- 
cessor, is neither as popular nor as brainy. 
This party aspires for a constitution, but 
there is division as to the character and ex- 
tent of the constitutional power which shall 
be accorded to the people. The radical ele- 
ment, the revolutionists, in fact, alone knows 
what it wants, and it is restlessly seeking to 
achieve it—and that is the overthrow of the 
autocracy. 

It is a situation pitiable in many respects, 
presenting on one hand an ignorant mass 
striving for something it does not fully com- 
prehend and will not understand when it is 
successful, and on the other, a government 
weakly making concession after concession 
in the hope of satisfying all parties and 
offending none, and at the same time retain- 
ing real power in its own hands. 


Strike Is Revolutionary. . 


While the dispatches received by the state 
department do not show that the railroad 
strike and the sympathetic strikes which 
have occurred are revolutionary, there is no 
doubt that they are political. In Russia a 
strike is by law revolutionary, and as such is 
subject to immediate and if necessary harsh 
repression. But the experience of the last 
twelve months has shown that the Russian 
industrialist no longer heeds the law, and 
that he is willing to assert the shadow of 
rights which he feels he is entitled to, what- 
ever the consequences are to himself. In the 
country there'is much the same feeling, and 


in the Baltic provinces particularly, the peas-. 


ants duaing the last few months have been 
engaged in rioting and looting, and the au- 
thorities ‘in order to restore a semblance of 
order have been compelled to declare martial 
law. 

Martial law also was recently declared in 
the province of Pskov, south of St. Peters- 
burg, where the military authorities have 
assumed control. This is irksome to the peo- 
ple who have observed the laws and are not 
in sympathy with the agitators. 

The temper of the people is aggressively for 
real reforms, and not unsatisfactory modifi- 
cations of the existing governmental system 
or unsightly and futile excrescences such as 
the douma or national assembly. Radicals 
are not satisfied with the douma, because it 
falls far too short of the only reform which 
they believe will be beneficial to the Russian 
people—namely: the destruction of the autoc- 
racy and the establishment of a modern 
government based upon constitutional 
grounds, with the full and free participation 
of the people. The liberals are not satisfied 
with the douma, because its powers are lim- 
ited. It has absolutely no control in the gov- 
ernment. Under the rescripts issued by the 
czar it will be merely a disputative body. 


Army and Navy Are Disaffected. 

Advices which have reached Washington 
indicate that grave disaffection prevails in 
the army. The artillery is known to be revo- 
lutionary, and little trust is placed in it by 
the throne. The shelling of the imperial 
chapel on the Neva, in which the emperor 
and other high dignitaries were celebrating 
mass last January, by one of the bat- 
teries stationed in St. Petersburg is re- 
sponsible for the lack of faith placed in this 
arm of the military service. 

The infantry is honeycombed with revolu- 
tion, and, though every effort has been made 
to prevent the circulation of seditious litera- 
ture, failure has resulted in: consequence of 
the participation of officers in the traffic. 
The Cossacks are still to be depended upon, 
but just how long these troops and the loyal 
men among the infantry will stand by the 
throne is the grave question which concerns 
the emperor. 

The navy is regarded as a hotbed of revo- 
lution. The men of the Black sea fleet and 
the men of the Baltic fleet are in sympathetic 
revolt against the harsh conditions under 
which they suffer. They are in communica- 
tion, as was shown by the riots of the ma- 
rines at Riga, on the Baltic sea, and the out- 
break on a ship at Cronstadt, near St. Pe- 
tersburg, when the mutiny took place on 
the battleship Kniaz Potemkin of the Black 
sea fleet. 

Fleet May Mutiny Again. 

‘It would surprise no one here should the 
Black sea fleet engage again in mutiny, as 
the feeling among the sailors is strong. The 
report that the fleet had started for Turkish 
waters in order to force the Turkish gov- 
ernment to accept the reform plan of the 
powers with respect to Macedonia is regard- 
ed as absurd. 

Conditions in the army make it difficult 
to forecast what will be the attitude of the 
troops in the present strikes. It is estimated 
that in St. Petersburg there are only 8,000 
men, some of whom belong to the imperial 
guards, who are looked upon as loyal. At 
Peterhof, where the summer palace of the 
emperor is located, at Tsargkoe Selo, an- 
other summer home of the emperor, and at 
Gatchina, where the empress dowager re- 
sides during the hot montha, large forces of 
troops are quartered. It is estimated that 
in case of need the czar could call as many 
as 40,000 troops to his capital. In Moscow 
there is availabie a force equally as strong. 

** But it must not be forgotten,” said one 
Russian in Washington tonight, ‘“ that the 
soldier is at the same time ad peasant, and 
while he did his duty last January when he 
fired upon the mob which scught to present 
a petition to the czar, he did not like the 
experience of shooting down his own broth- 
ers and is not disposed to continue doing so.”’ 


Czar Relies on De Witte. 

The man upon whom the emperor is relying 
in this emergency is Count de Witte. During 
the negotiations at Portsmouth De 
Witte belleved he had incurred the disfavor 
of the emperor, and was making plans to 
throw his lot with the liberals. He saw noth- 
ing roseate in his future, and believed he 
could expect nothing from the czar. 

But De Witte had builded better than he 
knew. The Czar was forced by public opin- 
lon at home and abroad to recognize his 
achievement, and was moved also by neces- 
sity of gaining the control and influence

HAVANA, Oct. 26.—Talk of annexation to 
the United States, the outeome of the Anglo- 
Cuban commercial treaty, is characterized 
by administration newspapers as a con- 
spiracy, to which, it is broadly hinted, Her- 
bert G. Squiers, the American minister, is a 
party. The Discusion, a government organ, 
has prepared a list of alleged annexationists 
which is said to include Mr. Squiers and other 
prominent Americans, as well as Spaniards 
and Cubans, 


Rumor of Recall a Joke. 

Mr. Squiers, while cognizant that there has 
been some talk of the application by Cuba 
for annexation as a more or less remote con- 
tingency, has not concerned himself with 
the controversy regarding the treaty, except 
as the accredited representative of the United 
States. 

An unauthorized report is published this 
evening that Mr. Squiers’ recall will be re- 
quested. The report is treated as a joke. 

One version of the reason for the govern- 
ment’s we in upholding the Anglo- 
Cuban treaty ‘is the possibility that Great 
Britain will withdraw her legation and re- 
gard Cuba as a ward of the United States, 


Gomez Planning Revolt? 

Gen. José Miguel Gomez, former governor 
of Santa Clara and recently a candidate for 
the presidency of Cuba, is reported to have 
as an object for his visit to the United States 
the purchase of 6,000 rifles. These, it is de- 
clared, will be used in the organization of a 
revolutionary army in Cuba. 

Gen. Freyre Andrade, secretary of the 
interior, laughed when questioned on the 
subject and said; “If Gomez brought the 
rifles to Cuba he would not find any men 
to carry them, much less fight with them. 
We have heard such rumors. They seem 
to be gotten up for the purpose of convinc- 
ing the United States government thr i there 
is a spirit of unrest in Cuba. In any event 
the United States will not permit the dis- 
patch of arms to Cuba.” 

Senator Zeyas, president of the liberal par- 
ty, was surprised when informed of the 
rumor. He said: ‘‘ Gomez has not got the 
money to buy guns. He is going to rent 
a plantation and become a sugar planter.” 


KAISER LOOKING FOR WAR? 


Tells Army in Speech at Unveiling of 
Von Moltke Statue to Be Ready 
with Sharp Sword. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] , 

BERLIN, Oct. 26.—Emperor William un- 
veiled a statue of Field Marshal Count von 
Moltke, a gift of the army to the German 
people, in Koenigsplatz at noon today., Sub- 
sequently he gave a banquet, which was at- 
tended by a number of the members of the 
royal family, military officers, and prominent 
men. After toasting the memories of his 
grandfather and Count von Moltke, his ma- 
jesty said: 

‘My second glass is for the future, not the 
present. You have seen, gentlemen, how we 
stand with the world. Therefore keep your 
powder dry, your sword keen, your eyes on 
the goal, and your musclestaut. Away with 
pessimists! I drink to the people in arms, 
the German army and the general staff, 
hurrah!’’ 

Recent events apparently have turned the 
thoughts of Emperor William toward the 
probability of Germany soon becoming in- 
volved in war. Addressing the officers of a 
Saxon grenadier regiment at Dresden the 
emperor said: ‘“‘ Weliveina time when every 
young German capable of bearing arms 
must be ready to give himself to the father- 
land.”’ ; 

At a banquet given in his honor in the 
Dresden Schloss last evening the emperor, 
replying to the king’s toast to his health, 
said: ‘If the German empire continues to 
prosper then we can calmly, with raised 
visor and with the courage of free German 
men, confront any one who should venture 
to cross our path or to disturb us in the pro- 
motion of our reasonable interests.” 


FREEDOM OF LONDON TO BOOTH 


Work of Salvation Army Leader Recog- 
nized by an Honor Which Great 
Statesmen Covet. 


LONDON, Oct. 26.—The freedom of the 
city of London, a distinction on which many 
statesmen and warriors have set great store, 
today was bestowed on Gen. Booth of the 
Salvation army, who accepted it as a recog- 
nition of the world wide work of the army. 

The presentation was made in the presence 
of a distinguished company, including civic 
officials, several thousand citizens, and many 
officers of the Salvation Army. The address 
referred in glowing terms to the work of 
yen. Booth and his organization, not only 
in London but throughout the world. The 
general in reply referred to the difficulties 
which beset him in his early days and which 
only now are becoming officially recognized. 

Instead of the usual gold casket the ad- 
dress was inclosed in an oaken casket, the 
balance of the money voted by the municipal 
council being given, at the request of Gen. 
Booth, in the shape of a check towards the 
funds of the organization. 


NORSE TREATIES ALL SIGNED. 


Formalities of Dissolution Completed 
and Foreign Powers Will Be Noti- 
fied Norway Is Separate. 


STOCKHOLM, Oct. 26.—Representatives 
of the Swedish and Norwegian governments 
tonight signed the treaties involved in the 
Karlstad agreement. 

The treaties, which are drawn in Swed- 
ish, Norwegian, and French, operate with- 
out ratification, and the Swedish government 
has authorized the minister of foreign affairs 
to notify the foreign powers of its recogni- 
tion of Norway as a separate state. 

All the formalities of the dissolution have 
now practically been concluded.

MULCTS YANKEE AUTOIST 


PARIS COURT SETS EXAMPLE -TO 
AMERICAN SCORCHERS. 


Gives Elliott Fitch Shepard, Grand- 
son of W. H. Vanderbilt, Fine, Jail 
Sentence, and Order to Pay Dam- 
ages, After Prosecutor Declares 
Rich Men from United States Think 
No More of Running Over Peasant 
than Over a Chicken. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

PARIS, Oct. 26.—As a warning to American 
auto scorchers, who the prosecution de- 
clared thought no more of running over a 
peasant than over a chicken, Eliott Fitch 
Shepard, son of the late Col. Elliott F. Shep- 
ard of New York and a grandson of the late 
Commodore Vanderbilt; was given the limit 
of the law in the ninth correction tribunal of 
the Seine today. 

Shepard’s auto on April 24 killed a peasant 
child at St. Quen, and the court disposed 
of both the criminal and civil aspects at 
once by fining Shepard $120, imposing a 
prison sentence of three months, and order- 
ing him to pay. the child’s parents $4,000. 

The severity of the sentence was occa- 
sioned by Maitre Poincare, counsel for the 
prosecution, who declared that American 
millionaires had the habit of coming to 
France and running over peasants like 
chickens. 


Judge Scores Auto Scorchers. 

In pronouncing sentence the judge reviewed 
at length the circumstances of the accident 
and said the automobile exceeded the regula- 
tion speed limit of fifteen to elghteen miles 
per hour. Such excessive speed was a menace 
to the public and should be severely punished. 
The judge also pointed out that the girl killed 
was 12 years old and was a useful assistant 
to her family. Therefore the family was 
entitled to pecuniary redress for her loss. 

Included with Shepard in the civil phase of 
the case was the company insuring the auto- 
mobile, which will pay the damages verdict. 

Shepard’s friends, however, declare the 
fine and prison sentence will be appealed, as 
Shepard does not wish to be made the scape- 
goat of all speeding autoists in France. 

While he says he deeply regrets the affair, 
he feels that the prosecution assumed undue 
proportions owing to the recent popular 
agitation against fast automobiling. 

The imprisonment part of the sentence will 
not be carried out while awaiting the future 
course of procedure on the part of Mr. 
Shepard, who was present in court.

CICERO WATER GRAFT CHARGES 
SQUEEZE CONTRACTOR. 


Filing of Bill for Injunction Stops 
Work on Pumping Station and Pro- 
hibits Payment if Plant Be Come 
pleted—Terms of Contract Demand 
That Execution Be Before Nov. 1 or 
Bond of $14,250 Be Endangered— 
Town Wants Machinery Installed. 


Plans for the Cicero water works have been 
tied up by the graft charges against the 
village board of trustees brought by William 
volese. The recent filing of the bill for an 
injunction places the matter in suspension 
during the litigation, and by,that circum- 
stance Edmond 8. Cavanaugh of the firm of 
Cavanaugh & Darley, who is accused inthe 
bill of bribing Cicero trustees to award him 
the contract, is placed in an odd predicament. 

According to the law, if Cavanaugh pro- 
ceeds to install the two pumps and the two 
engines of the pumping station and the in- 
junction be granted, he can receive no money 
from the village. If he does not complete 
the work by Nov. 1, as his contract demands, 
his bond for $14,260, the amount named in 
his bid, held by the Illinois Surety company, 
is endangered. 

The contract also stipulates that he shall 
forfeit $25 for each day beyond the time limit. 


Contract Is Ironclad. 

The contract is of the ironclad sort, making 
no allowance for the intervention of strikes, 
court proceedings, or other events beyond 
the contractor’s control. The only way in 
which Cavanaugh can escape from the situa- 
tion is by securing a release from his contract 
or by lowering his price. 

Either of these steps would mean a de- 
cisive victory for Dolese, the complainant, 
who said yesterday he did not intend to be- 
gin criminal procedures against the tfustees, 
and that, as a taxpayer, he was merely in- 
terfering with the alleged misappropriation 
of the town’s funds.

At the “Rump” Convention. 

The day’s proceedings of the “ rump” dele- 
gates—the rallroad crowd—were lively. At 
9 a. m. the green room of the Auditorium 
Annex was the scene of a great clamoring 
for “ free speech and the rights of an Ameri- 
can citizen ’’ when this crowd foregathered 
for its march on Steinway hall to demand a 
share in the proceedings. 

D. M. Parry mounted a table at the outset 
and constituted himself spokesman. 

“TI understand we are to be deprived of 
our rights to be heard in the Bacon conven- 
tion unless we sign a certain pledge,’’ he sald. 
A motion was carried that delégates go as 
individuals to the convention aad report on 
their treatment. Badges with the sign, “ Su- 
pervision, Not Commercial Revolution,” were 
distributed. 

Mr. Parry, Robert Lake of Michigan, and 
F. H. Mason of Buffalo led the way to Stein- 
way hall. Mr. Mason was the first to try his 
luck. He read the “‘ Roosevelt pledge’ and 
declined to sign it. One by one the other 
delegates were refused. They marched indig- 
nantly to the sidewalk, where another caucus 
was hel& They decided then to go to Music 
hall and hold another convention, ' 

Organize Rival Meeting. 

F. J. Bradley of Haverhill, Mass., was ap- 
pointed temporary chairman of the “ rumps ” 
and T. B. Aldridge of Denver, Colo., tem- 
porary secretary. 

“ What are we here for?’’ shouted Dele- 
gate Gleason of Utah. “ Let us organizeand 
find out. Let some one put a motion, so we 
can talk on it.” Several motions were put. 

On a motion then the roll call of states 
was read and the man appointed to repre- 
sent each state was made a member of the 
credentials committee. When this was over 
the committee met and the convention ad- 
journed until 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 

“Be sure and come back here,’’ said the 
barkers as the delegates filled out. 

And there were several influences at work 
to bring them back. Men who are known 
to represent the legal and traffic departments 
of railroads circulated in the hall. The gen- 
eral sentiment appeared to be that the pur- 
pose of the entire gathering was defeated 
and that the Bacon crowd had won out. 

And all the while the frantic speeches were 
being made on the convention floor and the 
delegates were finding out what they were 
meeting for the click-click of the press 
agent’s typewriters could be heard back of 
the scenes, 


At Last Get a Platform. 


In the afternoon the “rump” convention 
found out a platform to standon. They dis- 
covered some use for the toy handed out to 
them. Seated there, row upon row, of pros- 
perous, sleek men, mostly from the western 
states, they listened with enthusiasm to the 
resolutione which soon came pouring in upon 
them. 

W. C. Perry of Kansas City, chairman of 
the credentials committee, made a speech 
in presenting his report. 

“Under the call for this convention,”’ he 
said, “‘ no one is sent as a delegate who does 
not represent an industrial or commercial 
organization. When Mr. Bacon found there 
were more men against his motion than in 
favor of it,

could do the most for the ae of our common 


country.”

ENTERS THE NEW POSTOFFICE. 


Postmaster Coyne, with All His Assist- 
ants, Transferred from Lake Front 
to Federal Building. 


The “temporary ". postoffice building on 
the lake front, built shortly after the world’s 
fair, was abandoned yesterday and all the 
offices transferred to the new federal build- 
ing. Some of the heavier furniture and ma- 
chinery will be moved today. 

The new postoffice will be opened formally 
tomorrow. Invitations have been Issued to 
many persons... Certain evenings of each 
week will be set aside to allow the public 
to inspect the office and see the operation of 
the new electrical] mail handiing devices. 

Some leading postoffice officials from 
Washington, including Postmaster General 
Cortelyou, are expected to witness the formal 
opening. of the new. office. All of those in- 
vited will enter the tunnels. through which 
mails are to be handled hereafter and will 
ride in the electric mail curs. through the 
entire system. They will start at 2:30 
p. m. and will reach the new building at 4 


o’clock. Apples, cider, sandwiches, and cof- 


fee will be served in the evening to the men 
on duty as a sort of Hallowe'en’ treat pro- 
v.ded by Postmaster Coyne. 


Land and Buildings Worth Many Mil- 
liens Possessed in Defiance of the 
Statute, Which Says They Must Be 
Offered at Public Vendue at Least 
Once a Year—Stdte’s Attorney Au- 
thorized to Begin Proceedings 
Against the Companies. 


. Insurance companies or their officials, it is 
asserted, hold millions of dollars’ worth of 
real estate in Chicago in violation of the law. 

The statute provides that the insurance 
companies at least once a year shall offer for 
sale at public vendue all the property owned 
by them or which has come Into their posses- 
sion as a result of foreclosure. If at the end 
of five years the property is still in the hands 
of the corporation, it is the duty of the state's 
attorney to proceed against it under the 
statute. So far as can be learned, the law Is 
a dead letter.

Law Generally Ignored. 

Local real estate men said yesterday that 
they had never known any insurance com- 
pany doing business and owning property in 
this city to put up its real estate at public 
vendue, and some of them said if some of 
the property were placed on sale it probably 
would not bring more than one-half or one- 
third of the amount paid for it originally. 
As an example the Connecticut Mutual made 
a loan on property at the northwest corner 
of Erie and St. Clair streets in 1870. The 
loan never was paid and the property was 
taken by the insurance company. It cost 
the company almost $500 a foot and it now 
is worth not to exceed $250. 

The Illinois Life, in addition to several 
leaseholds, owns a flat building at Lincoln 
Park boulevard and Kinzie street, estimated 
to be worth. $100,000, The Alhambra theater 
at Archer avenue and State street is owned 
by the Northwestern Mutual of Milwaukee. 


Interested in Many Buildings. 


The State Mutual of Worcester, Mass., 
has.a loan on the leasehold interest in the 
Chemical bank building, and the operation 
shows a deficit, but it is carried by the com- 
pany as an asset. The Berkshire Life com- 
pany owns property in various parts of the 
city. The Union Mutual of Portland, Me., 
owns thirty houses, built in 1894, at Thirty- 
fifth street and Cottage Grove avenue. 

Theodore K, Long, attorney for the Illinols 
Life, ‘said the company has held no real es- 
tate five years and has violated the law inno 
particular. 

“It is a good law,” said he, “‘and Is de- 
signed to prevent the acquirement of large 
real estate holdings by corporatians. It does 
not apply, of course, to office buildings.” 

General Agent Samuel Chase of the Con- 
necticut Mutual admitted that it is hard to 
sell real estate and that the company prob- 
ably has not complied strictly with the law. 

“No one ever has called my attention to 
violations of the law,” said State’s Attorney 
Healy.

nation, it would ultimately drive out of busi+ 
ness every private company, and probably 
would have to do this by legislation making 
insurance a monopoly of the government, as 
the transmission of mails now is. This 
would be extraordinary interference with 
ordinary business, and, of course, would be 
paternalism pure and simple. 


Difficulties in the Way. 

Entirely the strongest argument against 
governmental life insurance, according to 
those who have been looking into the sub- 
ject, is the great difficulty, if not the im- 
possibility of securing a proper inspection of 
risks. It is easy to see that a governmental 
medical examiner or insurance expert would 
find it difficult to resist the political pressure 
which would be brought to bear upon him 
and the result almost certainly would be the 
loading up of the government books with 
the names of tens of thousands of persons 
with hereditary, chronic, or acute diseases, 
entailing certain loss upon the government 
in a short period of time. 

The life insurance business, it is contended 
by some, could be managed as well as a 
postal savings bank, but in the case of & bank 
the people deposit their own money and the 
personality of the depositor does not enter 
into the question, because the government

interest. In the case of a life insurance 
policy, however, the premium is a small 
thing and minor government officials would 
be given discretion which might involve the 
government in the loss of a hundred millions 
of money through the persistent insurance 
of people who would be instantly rejected 
by any private company. 

In spite of all these objections, if one can 
judge from statements of casual congress- 
men who drop in here, there will be a flood 
of bills providing for governmental insur- 
ance, life, fire, and marine, coupled with a 
system of postal savings banks in many 
cases. Other bills will contine federal inter- 
ference to general supervision as advocated 
by Senator Dryden. 

These measures with individual bills for 
the regulation of railroads, private car lines, 
and terminal roads, will clog the hoppers of 
congress for a considerable time after the 
opening of the session on the- first Monday 
of December. And out of it all there will 
come, in all probability, not a single federal 
statute likely to remedy existing evils in 
the great life insurance companies.

All that the 
president asks is that there be enough law 
reform “to give the public an even chance 
with the criminal whose offense is against 
the public.” : 

The last congress paid no attention to the 
president’s recommendation as to the 
change in federal procedure. It was as 
apathetic about law reform as state legisla- 
tures are, They are continually being ap- 
pealed to to do something to expedite the 
punishment of the guilty, but the matter 
does not interest them. President Roose- 
velt is one out of many who are pleading for 
law reform in the interest ofthe public. He 
may be listened to while the voices of others 
are unheeded. Perhaps congress may be 
induced to enact wholesome legislation so 
that employés of the government who have 
defrauded it—the “ scoundrels” whom the 
president has in mind—may be tried and 
punished without delay, 


SCHOOL BOARD TO JOIN. 


The school board seems likely to be 
brought into the project for a new Juvenile 
court building, and properly so. The entire 
problem of dealing with wayward children 
is closely related to the great problem of 
public education. At its last meeting the 
board entertained a proposition that it 
should join with the city and the county in 
providing a Juvenile courthouse, where va- 
rious activities directly and indirectly re- 
lated to the treatment of juvenile delin- 
quency could be brought together. It was 
also proposed thit as a new feature there 
should be established in this building a de- 
tention school where pupils suspended for 
misconduct could be sent and brought under 
the influence of special school training and 
discipline calculated to restore them speed- 
ily to their respective schools. 

It is clearly logical that the school] board 
should join in the movement for the Juvenile 
court building. There ought to be a close 
association between the school authorities 
and the agencies engaged in dealing with 
juvenile delinquents. Those delinquents 
are, to @ great extent, composed of children 
whom the school system has failed to deal 
with successfully, and the methods of such 
dealing should be constantly reéxamined in 
the light of their consequences and witha 
view to improvement. The education, too, 
of juvenile delinquents should be attended 
to despite their delinquencies. 

The proposal for a detention school seems 
wise also, at least in principle. Obviously 
the mere suspension of pupils, even though 
suspension be the onjy drastic disciplinary 
resource now left to school administration, 
is to be regarded as a regrettable necessity 
rather than an effective disciplinary expedi- 
ent. It consigns the pupil to systematic 
idleness and further deterioration. 

The school board will hold a special meet-

There is a sort of poetic jus- 
tice in this eventual disposal of the Sack- 
ville peerage and estates. For the new se 
thereto—namely: Lionel Sackville Wegt—is 
married to Miss Victoria West, the eldest 
daughter of Lord Sackville, who, when he 
Was ehvoy at Washington, did the honors 
of the English embassy and acted as tis 
chatelaine, achieving much popularity by her 
tact, perfect manners, and whole souled, 
warm hearted common sense. Sheisa beau- 
tiful woman, too, with clear cut features, 
large, dark gray eyes, and a most graceful 
figure. In fact, it was entirely owing to the 
pronounced liking which she inspired not 
only at Washington but also in New York 
that society closed ite eyes to the fact that 
her father, Lord Sackville, according to his 
own affidavit, never married her mother.

The .names of none of Lom Backville’s 
three daughters nor of his son Henry will be 
found in the peerage as his offspring. Their 
mother was a Spanish dancer of the name 
of Pepita Oliva, Oliva bemg the name of 
her husband, her maiden name having been 
Pepita or Josephine Durand. The eldest of 
these four children, now Mrs. Lionel Sack- 
ville West and future Lady Sackville, wae 
born at Pafis Sept. 23, 1862, and was regis- 
tered as the daughter of Josephine Durand 
and of father “unknown,” although Lord 
Sackville later on, In numerous affidavits, 
recognized her, tardily, as his daughter. The 
other children likewise are illegitimate, but 
are registered at Paris as being the natural 
offepring of Lord Sackville. 

Queen Victoria, who knew all about the 
story through the first Lord Sackville, who 
Was one of her favorite lords in waiting and 
one of the oldest and most trusted members 
of her household, and who had excited her 
majesty’s sympathy in behalf of his nieces, 
determined to do all in her power to felici- 
tate their difficult position, and caused them 
to be presented at the court of St. James 
before coming to this country. 

They lived with their mother until the lat- 
ter’s death at Arcachon, in France, were then 
cared for by her intimate friend, the count- 
ess de Beon, and on her demise were placed 
by their father in a convent until he was 
appointed envoy at Washington, when he 
for the first time took them to live with him. 


For they were not seen at the léegation at. 


Madrid when he was minister there.

Lord Sackville has been greatly to blame in 
all the unpleasantness that there has been 
about his children. For, although he has 
publicly stated in print that Pepita Durand 
never was his wife, yet when his second 
daughter, Flora, married Gabriel Salanson 
at Paris he himself signed the register of 
the mairie of the Sixth arrondissement with 
the statement to the effect that the bride was 
“daughter of Sir Lionel Sackville West and 
his legitimate wife, Josephine Durand Sack- 
ville West.” 

This marriage of Fiora Sackville West 
and of Gabriel Salanson, who was for a time 
secretary of the French legation at Wash- 
ington, came to grief and resuited in suits 
and countersuits for divorce in which the 
name of Prince Orloff figured and which 
culminated in a separation. Mrs, Salanson, 
when I last heard of her, was at daggers 
drawn with her father, who bitterly resent- 
ed the fact that she had sided with her 
brother Henry in the suit which he brought 
against hie father to secure recognition by 
him as his legitimate heir and an allowance 
commensurate with his rank as such. The 
proceedings which he Instituted against 
Lord Sackville fell through, owing to .we 
discovery that the marriage registers at 
Madrid, upon which he had staked his claim, 
had been tampered with, and that the one 
witness of the alleged marriage was a fugi- 
tive from Spanish justice somewhere in 
South America. 

Let me add that Gabriel Salanson, in his 
suit for divorce against his wife, made con- 
siderable capital of the fact that Lord Sack- 
ville had described Mme. Salanson in the 
marriage register ae the offspring of his 
lawful wife and had afterwards denied on 
oath that he ever had been married,

The third daughter, Miss Amelia Sackville 
West, lives with a chaperon in London, is 
unmarried, and is a frequent visitor to this 
country. 

It is hardly necessary to recall here the 
fact that Lord Sackville was sent away from 
Washington by being given his passports 
for having, during the presidential cam- 
paign, been foolish enough to allow himself 
to be entrapped into writing a letter to a 
man of the name of Murchison, declaring 
that it would be agreeable to the English 
government if President Clevelanc. were re- 
elected. It did not matter that the letter 
was private and not intended for publica- 
tion. It had been addressed to a perfect 
stranger, and was properly resented as a 
gross piece of indiscretion on the part of 
any one holding the position of envoy repre- 
senting a foreign power in the United States.

Lord Sackville, as well as his nephew and 
heir and his daughter Victoria, the future 
Lady Sackville, belonged to the family of 
Sackville West, of which the earl de La 
Warr is chief and which was founded by 
Sir Thomas West, first Lord West, in the 
reign of King Edward II. Among his ances- 
tors was the third Lord de La Warr, who 
was governor and captain general of Vir- 
ginia and who died holding that office. An- 
other Lord de La Warr was governor of New 
York in the third decade of the eighteenth 
century, and at the present moment there is 
an American woman bearing the name of 
Sackville West—namely: the former Lady 
Randolph Churchill, daughter of Leonard 
Jerome of New York, and now Mrs. George 
Cornwallis West. 

Lord de La Warr does not, as so many be- 
lieve, take his title from the state of Dela- 
ware or the river Delaware in this country, 
but tnherited it through the distaff side of 
the house from a knight of the name of 
John La Warr, who lived in the reign of 
King John and flourished in the county of 
Gloucester. The first Lord de La Warr re- 
ceived his peerage at the hands of Edward 
I., and the third Lord de La Warr enjoyed 
the distinction of receiving the surrender of 
the king of France at the battle of Poictiers, 
in recognition of which the peer received 
from King Edward Ill. the “ crampet”’ or 
“chape’’ of the French monarch’s sword, 
which still is preserved as one of the princi- 
pal treasures of the family.

OPENS NORMAL SCHOOL 
TO “ALIEN” STUDENTS. 


Board of Education Radically Changes 
Policy of Training School— W ill 


Admit Pupils from All Parts 
of the Country. 


The board of education yesterday destroyed 
the “ Chinese wall” which “ conservative 
educators,” a generation ago, erected around 
the Chicago normal school to keep out 
“aliens,” and opened the doors of the big 
teachers’ training school to students from 
allover the country. By this action the schoo! 
board not only makes a radical change in 
normal school policy, but also takes the first 
step toward raising the institution to the 
educational level of the university. 

During the administration of Mrs. Billa 
Flagg Young, it is anticipated by schoo! board 
officials that the normal school will take up 
the work of training high schoo! teachers as 
well as preparing teachers for work in every 
other department of public education in Chi- 
cago. 

The step was taken at the suggestion of 
Supt. Cooley, the initiative in presenting the 
plan to the school board being taken by 
Trustee Kuflewskl. 

—?> - 


From the moment the Cook county normal 
school passed into the control of the city 
school board and became the Chicago normal 
school, its doors were shut against outsiders, 
It was the opinion of the men then in control 
of the educational machinery that only Chi- 
cagoans should be permitted to receive its 
benefits. Since its organization the policy of 
exclusion never has been changed, and out- 
side teachers have dubbed the institution 
‘* the school with the Chinese wall.”’ 

The exclusiveness of the normal school has 
been the cause of a number of serious short- 
ages of teachers in Chicago. It has made it 
impossible for an outsider to come to the 
city and engage in the teaching profession 
without first having gained two years’ ex- 


l school or in the schools | 
perience in some rura ali cocasions. 


of some other city. Another effect has been 
an influx of country trained teachers, who 
would have served the Chicago schools far 
better, it is declared by the school officiais, 
had they been trained in Chicago methods at 
the local training school. 

It has been decided to admit nonresident 
students to the school, who are graduates of 
any high school having a course equivalent 
to that of the Chicago public high schools, 
provided they are able to pass the entrance 
examinations for admission. If successfulin 
these academic examinations and in the regu- 
lar physical examination, outsiders will be 
admitted to the school upon the payment of 
tuition. The tuition has been fixed by the 
board at §150 a year. 

—o- 

Speaking of the change in normal school 
policy, Supt. Cooley declared: 

“It will give us a large constituency to 
draw on. We will get from the outside a 
class of high school graduates who will bring 
to us the breadth of view of persons who 
have not always resided in the same local- 
ity. Inbreeding in education is dangerous, 
and, while I believe we have splendid timber 
in Chicago, still a little outside biood will 
do good rather than work injury to the 
schools. On the other hand, we will get from 
the outside a large number of practical 
teachers who have been anxious to put ona 
few finishing touches at the normal school 
before beginning work in the Chicago field. 

* Graduates of the smaller colleges in all 
pections of the country also will be glad to 
selze the opportunity of receiving training 
here. These college graduates will be given 
a diploma after one year of study. Generally 
speaking, I believe the change will greatly 
improve the standards of teaching in the 
city, as it will give us many more candl- 
dates from which to pick. Heretofore we 
have been compelled to get from one-fourth 
to one-third of our teachers from the outside, 
and the new policy will give us a chance to 
train them in our own methods.”’

Discrimination Chief Trouble. 


“This has been a most serious trouble,” 
eontinues the senator. “ We undertook te 
deal with it when we passed the Hikins law. 
In that statute we provided that it should 
be the duty of the interstate commerce com- 
mission whenever it should have reasonable 
cause to believe that any unjust discrimina- 
tion forbidden by law was being practiced 
to cause a proceeding to be instituted in the 
Circuit court of the United States having 
jurisdiction, and that it should be the duty 
of that court forthwith to proceed to hear 
and determine whether or not there was just 
ground for the complaint and if so enjoin it. 

“The Supreme court of the United States 
has upheld the validity of thig statute. It 
is now tn force. There is no reason whatever 
why, if any locality thinks it is discriminated 
againsi, or any shipper thinks he is discrim- 
inated against, application should not be 
made forthwith for relief and relief secured 
if the charge can be sustained, for the court 
is by the statute expressly invested with 
full jurisdiction to entertain the complaint 
and administer a complete remedy. This 
statute has been in force ever since the 19th 
day of February, 1003. it was passed be-

Arrangements have been made for a spe- 
cial train for the University of Chicago

Claim That the Outfielder Quit the 
Cincinnati Ball Club in 
Midseason. 


The deal ERAS the Chicago National 
league club secured Outflelder Sebring and 
Thirdbaseman Steinfeldt from Cincinnati in 


_ exchange for Pitcher Jake Weimer, may pos- 


sibly be blocked, after having been closed, 
by a point rdlsed’ yesterday by President 
Johnson: of the American league, who de- 
clared that, according ‘to the rules of the 
nationa) commission, Sebring is a blacklisted 
player, and ineligible to play with any team 
under organized baseball. 

“Tt is nota matter which interests me or 
the American league,’ said Mr. Johnson yes- 
terday, “but, as a member of the national 
commission, I was surprised to learn of the 
deal, when I was positive one of the players, 
Sebring, was no longer eligible to play, and 
I presume Garry Hermann of the Cincinnat! 
club is unaware of the fact, just as he was 
caught napping when his club played against 
a blacklisted player in Youngstown, and had 
to fine his own team for it. 


Called Contract Jumper. 


“ At the suggestion of Mr. Hermann, him- 
self, the national commission adopted a rule 
last summer designed to do away absolute- 
ly with contract jumping. I do not ‘recall 
the exact wording, but it was to the effect 
that all players who had jumped their con- 
tracts and did mot return to the clubs towhich 
they belonged, on or before a certain date, 
should thereafter be ineligible to play under 
the national agreement. The punishment 
was to be severe, without any provision 
whereby.a player could. be reinstated on pay- 
ment of a fine or otherwise. Sebring had 
jumped his Cincinnat! contract, and conse- 
quently became a victim to the rule, which 
was made drastic for the express purpose of 
preventing these desertions in midseason.” 

If Sebring’ is declared ineligible by the na- 
tional commission, it is not belleved by local 
fans that the Cin¢innat!i club will hold the 
Chicago club’ to the terms of the deal for 
Weimer, judging by Garry Hermann’s.pre- 
vious record tn baseball. So far as could 
be ascertained no public announcement of 
a blacklist against Sebring has been made 
and, in consequence, that action would not 
be known to the Chicago club. It is not 
thought likely the Chicago club willingly 
would exchange Weimer for Steinfeldt alone.

President Jackson has appointed J. B.

** Minneapolis Millers say the domestic de- 
mand last week could hardly have been 
called brisk, although the sales were in ex- 
cess of ovtput,’’ says the Northwestern Mil- 
ler. ‘‘ Buyers generally seem to have the 
opinion that later they will be able to pur- 
chase flour at much lower prices and con- 
tinue to take. only enough ‘to fill their pres- 
ent requirements, although stocks are ac- 
knowledged to be small. It is difficult to ac- 
curately describe the export situation. Some 
of the mills say that there is nothing doing 
at all and business is impossible on account 
of high freight rates and the present price 
of wheat. On the other hand, there are 
those who say they are able to dispose 
abroad of all the patent they can make at 
good prices. The output last week increased 
28,049 bris, the quantity turned out 474,195 
bris, against 292,895 in 1904, and 869,960 in

The strike of railroad employés in Russia 
with the possibility if it holds out of the 
stoppage of exports of grain from that coun- 
try, has had more effect on wheat prices 
in this country in a few days than was pro- 
duced"by months of reiteration of small Rus- 
Sian crop estimates and claims of a falling 
off of nearly 500,000,000 bu from the previous 
years in yields of wheat and rye alone, the 
two cereals which furnish the bread of 
Europe. With Russian exports continuing 
fairly liberal, there was a widespread in- 
clination among professional traders to 
doubt the authenticity of the crop estimates, 
There seemed to be every disposition in the 
trade yesterday to take the strike reports at 
their full face value. It was felt the strike 
might develop into a revolution and messages 
claiming railroad traffic was practically sus- 
pended and that shipments of grain must 
s00n cease were taken as an intimation that 
it would hardly be necessary for the Rus- 
sian government to issue a ukase prohibit- 
ing exports. The report thut such a ukase 
would be issued, however, was probably re- 
sponsibie for most of the last half of the 
spirited advance in prices in the local pit. 


Coarse grains sold freely for export again, 
although some houses reported the demand 
for oats curtailed materially on the advance. 
Local houses sold 250,000 bu corn, including 
50,000 bu new, 495,000 bu oats, and 805,000 bu 
barley for export, the sales of the last two 
largely direct. At the seaboard sales of 
568,000 bu corn, 200,000 bu oats; and 100,000 
bu barley were reported. Ocean freight en- 
gagements were heavy, New York taking 
room for 50 to 60 loads of grain late Wednes- 
day, Newport News 40 loads, and Boston 80 
loads. Ocean room is largely sold up well 
past the turn of the year in expectation of 
continued heavy business. Prices om the 
local tables were steady :o %c higher for 
both old and new corn and oats, and feed 
bariey was %c higher. There were 75 cars 
of new corn on the tables, No. 3 yellow 
bringing 51%c track. 

Advice like the following from E. W. Den- 
nis had much to do with the widening of 
the December-May spread yesterday: 
“There is so much wheat headed for Chi- 
cago that we prefer to be long the May and 
believe new purchases should be made in 
May. Without more than tentative support 
the December will likely drag a little as 
compared to May. With the foreign devel- 
opments constantly coming to the front May 
wheat might sell at quite an advance next 
spring anyway, and probably sooner.”’ 

There was a good flour demand in the local 
market, and big sales were reported at Min- 
neapolis. The Star and Crescent mill sold 
15,000 bris to domestic buyers early and add- 
ed to the total later. Reports from Minne- 
apolis ran from 500,000 bris sold to 1,000,000 
bris, so large they received no credence. 


* Cash demand for provisions is good,’’ said 
J. Ogden Armour, *“‘ and probably will con- 
tinue so through November as usual. Larger 
hog receipts and lower prices are expected, 
however. I see nothing particularly new in 
the situation.”’ 

Minneapolis wired Pringle-Fitch-Rankin: 
** Notice the small increase in our stocks of 
wheat, only 250,000 bu for five days. Last 
year, corresponding week, the increase was 
1,100,000 bu.’’

International Paper Company. 

According to Boston advices, the profits 
of the International Paper company are 
gradually diminishing because of the de- 
clining tendency in the price of newsprint. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the cost of 
manufacture remains unchanged, newsprint 
is quoted at the lowest price of the year, be- 
ing 1.85c a lb, as against 2c six months ago. 
Competition is held to be responsible for the 
gradual decrease in the price. 

In the annual report of the company, which 
has just been made public, President Chis- 
holm says that for the fiscal year ended on 
June 80, 1905, the company issued and sold 
its consolidated mortgage bonds to the 
amount of $5,000,000 for the purpose of can-
